_At a meeting in Dublin yesterday of the 
County Dublin Committee of Agriculture, at 
which Mr. William Walsh pals ay a printed 
report was circulated among the members 
giving details of a milk-recording scheme in 
operation. It gave detailed particulars of the 
yields of the ten best cows under test in 
1928. All the animals were shorthorns, and 
the number of weeks in milk varied between 
38 and 45. 

The average yield for the year 1928 was 
1,167; gallons, the average of butter fat tests 
5.61, and the average value of the milk, at: a 
shilling, was £58 7s. 3d. The corresponding 
figures for the year 1927 respectively were 
1,139, 3,72, £56 19s. Od, 

The average for the ten worst cows under 
test in 1928 (six shorthorns, one Friesian, 
one A.A. cross, one blue and one Jersey 
cross) were also given. The number of weeks 
in milk varied from 27 to 42. The average 
vield of milk for the year was 313 gallons, 
the average of butter fat 3.90, and the value 
of milk, at one shilling per gallon, was 
£15 13s. Od. 

The corresponding figures for 1927 were: 
288, 3.48, and £14 8s, Od.

The hearing was resumed of the case in 
which John ba Cox was charged with 
the murder oí Jacob Kunz, a German fore- 
ee at Parteen, Co. Clare, on December 21 
ast. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley 
White, K.C. (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), prosecuted. 

_ Mr. J. J. Kavanagh (instructed by Mr. 
Thomas Attwell, solicitor) defended. 

Dr. Myles McSweeny described the injuries 
which he found on Kunz. These included a 
simple fracture of the skull. which could 
have been caused by the iron bar (produced). 
Death was due to compression of the brain. 
Dr. Michael Fahy corroborated. 

Sergeant John Clarke, Ardnacrusha, stated 
that the a" wife handed him a paycel 
of underclothing, which he opened, and put a 
slip of blank paper and a pencil into it. He 
closed it up again, and gave it to Mrs Cox, 
who handed the parcel to her husband in the 
cell in the presence of witness. 

Superintendent Mooney stated that on the 
evening of December 21 at 7.20 he went to 
Parteen, and saw Sergeant Higgins and the 
priso.er there. Witness questioned the 
prisoner, who made and signed a statement. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Kavanagh—He 
questioned the prisoner for an hour before 
the statement was made. The prisoner had 
not been cautioned at the time. 

A lengthy argument took place as to the 
admissibility of the statement in view of the 


.fact that the prisoner had not been cautioned 


at the time. 

Judge Johnston ruled that the statement 
was admissible. 

,The witness said that he asked the accused 
man if he had any objection to accounting 
for his movements between 5.25 and 8 p.m., 
and he said that he had not. He said that 
the reason he would noi tell Sergeant Higgins 
was that he ‘“‘ was doing a bit of opposition 
to Madigan’s pub.” . 

VISITS TO PUBLIC-HOUSES. 

The statement was then read in which the 
prisoner related having been in several public- 
houses during the afternoon. He said that 
he went into Mrs. Hickey’s public-house at 
six o'clock, and remained there until 8.10 
p.m. He said that he had £5 8s. the previous 
day; that he gave his mother £1, and 
drank the remainder of it. There was yellow 
clay on the bottom of the prisoner's pants. 

On December 26 witness received the 
following letter from the prisoner :—‘‘ John 
Joe Cox, Limerick Prison, Please will vou 
come to me as J want to see you about one 
man, and [ want you to take a statement 
from me to the head officer in charge of 
William street Barracks.” Witness saw the 
prisoner, who was under arrest, and who 
made a statement, which was reduced to 
writing. 

This statement was to the effect that the 
prisoner had heen foreman of a gang of 
workers, and had been transferred to another 
job. Kunz was appointed foreman, and 
about eight months ago prisoner became 
one of the gang of mer under him. 
On December ,.19 prisover alleged that a tan 
named Cassidy said: “Old Kunz 
long here.’  Laier on Cassidy 
prisoner: “John, J'll have money for 
Christmas, wherever I get it." Prisoner said: 
“Where will you get it?” and he replied: “TI 
get it all right.’’ Subsequently Cassidy 
to him: “John, if I get the money I wa: 
telling you about I'll see you between 7 and 8 
o'clock on Friday night.” 

£79 IN NOTES. 

He met Cassidy on Friday night. Cassidy 
fold him he had the money, and asked what 
he would do with ii; so he (prisoner) took 
the money and hid it in a rumed house a! 
Park bridge. Superiniendent Mooney added 
that he went over the ground where the 
murder was commitied, and went to a ruined 
building, in which he got £79 in notes and 
three 10s. notes. 

Cross-examined—The prisoner had = drink 
taken when he made the statement previous 
to lis argest. 

Superintendent O'Reilly, Limerick, stated 
that when he asked Cox to account for his 
movements on December 21 he replied that 
he would tell that to the magistrates. 

Sergeant Staunton said that: the prisoner 
made a statement to him that he left Limerick 
at 4.50 p.m. and travelled by Flannery’s ‘bus 
lo Ardnacrusha, where he had his hand 
dressed at the first aid siation. Witness 
charged him with the murder of Jacob Kunz 
on December 21, and the prisoner said: ‘* Al] 
I have to say is that J did not go next or 
neai the work at Parteen since 10 o'clock on 
Friday morning.” On Christmas Eve witness 
got a parcel from the prisoner to be handed 
lo his wile. Witness opened the parcel and 
found in it a sheet of paper, on which there 
was writing. Witness retained the document 
aud gave the parcel to prisoner's wife. 

Denis Crossan, a ’bus conductor for Mr 
Flannery, stated that prisoner was at Ardna- 
crusha about 4.30 on the afternoon of 
December 21. There was a dispute by the 
prisoner as to his fare. He did not see Cox 
afterwards that evening. 

Joseph O'Halloran, conductor on the ‘bus, 
corroborated.

John Hickey, publican, Limerick, 
that Cox was in his premises at 4 
and about 7 p.m. on December 21. 

James Keller stated that he had a giass of 
whiskey and a couple of pints of porter with 
Cox on the afiernoon of December 21. 

Edward Cassidy stated that he was engaged 
on the Shannon scheme and was a member of 
a gang of workers, of which Kunz was fore- 
man. On December 2] he was at work al the 
iall race and left off between 5.30 and 6

7.0. He returned home about 11.20 p.m.
